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Gang’s fuel

HARINGEY has been revealed as a 
hot-spot for a scam run by criminal gangs 
in which residents are tricked into buying 
“cheap” top-ups for their expensive 
electricity meters. 

In the past 12 months a staggering 6,750 people 
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in the borough have already fallen victim to 
the sophisticated doorstep scam which preys 
on those who use top-up meters - already the 
most expensive ways to pay utility bills and 
normally installed in the poorest households. 

The gangs masterminding the scam have 
already approached nearly 80,000 households 
in London offering fake top-ups so far this 
year - and the money-spinning ruse is show¬ 
ing no signs of slowing down. The top-ups do 
not offer what they say they will and house¬ 
holders end up having to pay for fuel twice. 

Now police, councillors and staff from 
Haringey’s Citizens’ Advice Bureau have 
backed a new Top-Up Safe campaign organ¬ 
ised by Energy UK designed to stop more vul¬ 
nerable people becoming unwitting victims, 
particularly as temperatures plunge and the 
expensive Christmas season fast approaches. 

Chris Barclay, acting borough commander 
of Haringey police, said: “We always urge 
residents to be wary of unsolicited doorstep 
callers and the message of this campaign is 
clear: don’t buy electricity meter top-ups at 
the doorstep. 

“We want to inform people that this type of 
fraudulent activity is taking place and help 
them take action to avoid becoming a victim 
and having to pay out twice for their energy.”

Audrey Gallacher, head of energy at 
Consumer Focus - an organisation which 
champions consumers’ rights - admitted the 
scam is “very worrying”. 

He said: “Thousands of households have 
already found their hard-earned cash ended 
up lining the pockets of criminals instead of 
paying for their energy.” 

Energy companies have also received 
reports of the bogus traders acting in a threat¬ 
ening way to residents and arrests have been 
made across the capital. The scam is of par¬ 
ticular concern because people must let the 
criminals into their homes to access their 
electricity meters to get the fake top-ups. 

Customers are being urged to only buy their 
electricity meter top-ups from official Pay- 
Point and Payzone retailers or the Post Office 
to avoid being scammed.

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Contract is 
ended with 
kids hospital 

NHS Haringey is on the lookout 
for an organisation to take over 
children’s health services in the 
borough after Great Ormond 
Street Hospital chiefs decided 
against renewing their contract. 

Great Ormond Street Hospital, 
which currently runs services 
such as health visitors, school 
nurses and speech and language 
therapists in the borough and 
which ran clinics where Baby 
Peter Connelly went before 
dying, will no longer provide 
these from next year. 

Dr Jane Collins, chief executive 
of the hospital, said: “We’re 
proud of the contribution we’ve 
made to helping children in 
Haringey have a healthy start. 
And we’re proud of the work 
done by our staff to achieve that. 

“By mutual agreement with 
NHS Haringey, they are going to 
look again at the provision of 
children’s services in Haringey 
and we will no longer continue to 
manage these services after 
April 1 next year.” 

Ian Wilson, interim chief 
executive of NHS Haringey, said: 
“We’ve been very happy with 
Great Ormond Street Hospital’s 
management of children’s services 
in Haringey and recent external 
reviews have been extremely 
positive about these services. 

“We have mutually agreed that, 
given national changes in the 
provision of community services, 
it is right to look again at how 
services are provided.”

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Shoppers invited to cross to 
the other side of Wood Green 


A NEW diagonal pedestrian crossing at 
one of the busiest junctions in Wood 
Green has been officially opened. 

Commuters and shoppers will now 
be able to cross directly from Wood 
Green Underground station to the 
corner diametrically opposite, adja¬ 
cent to Morrisons, after the £400,000 
crossing came into use on Friday. 
Unlike the famous crossing at Oxford 
Street, the one in Wood Green is made 
of just one axis and is the product of 
months of building work. Shoppers and 
commuters were among the first to try 
it for size after council and Transport 
for London representatives officially 
opened the crossing on Friday. 

It was funded by TfL. 

Haringey Council cabinet member 
for neighbourhoods, Nilgun Canver, 
said: “In order to cross over to the 
Morrisons side of the road from the 


Underground pedestrians have had 
to negotiate two busy junctions. 

“This diagonal crossing will be 
quicker and will make the journey to 
and from the underground station 
easier and safer. 

“It will also prevent people from 
jumping the barriers, as they do now, 
to cut out the double crossing. 

“The traditional crossing routes will 
remain but have been improved to 
make them more accessible for 
groups such as wheelchair users 
and those with sight, hearing or 
mobility impairments.” 

The scheme also includes stop lines 
for cyclists on all approaches to the 
signal junction, improvements to the 
street lighting at the junction, new 
pavement surfaces, extra space for 
bicycle parking and extension of 
taxi parking in the High Road.

Plea to undo 
trend of foster 
children being 
sent outside 
the borough 


Claims that far-away placements 
are damaging wellbeing and hitting 
the council coffers by £ 25 k per child

CHILDREN in care in Haringey could 
enjoy a better quality of life and 
£7million could be saved in a huge 
revamp of the borough’s fostering ser¬ 
vice, opposition Liberal Democrat 
councillors claim. 

They have challenged Labour to 
overhaul the system in which more 
than 600 vulnerable children are cur¬ 
rently being looked after. Though 
national targets recommend that coun¬ 
cils foster 80 per cent of children 
within their borders, Haringey staff are 
currently only managing to place 30 
per cent of children within the bor¬ 
ough - and this is costing taxpayers’ 
dearly, according to Councillor Rachel 
Allison, who has spearheaded the Lib 
Dem campaign. 

The mother-of-two told the Adver¬ 
tiser: “It costs on average £25,000 
more per year to place a child outside 
the borough rather than with a 
Haringey Council foster carer. The 
outcomes for children can be so much 
better if they are placed close to their 
wider family, their school and friends. 

“We need to focus on what is best 
for our children and we owe it to them 
to ensure that we do all we can to 


increase the numbers of Haringey 
foster carers.” 

She criticised Labour for signing 
up only 119 foster carers to its books 
and suggested that the council’s 
current recruitment campaign is 
not working. 

“Why aren’t we trying harder to 
recruit foster carers?” she said. 

“I can’t believe that in a borough of 
230,000 people there are only 119 
willing to foster. 

“That was a shock to me.” 

She enlisted the help of a “mystery 
shopper” friend to call up and enquire 
about fostering and said she struggled 
to get through to a relevant officer, 
waiting a week to receive an informa¬ 
tion pack on fostering through the post 
when councils in neighbouring bor¬ 
oughs sent them out the next day. 

Councillor Allison, who sits on 
Haringey Council’s Corporate Parent¬ 
ing Advisory Committee, described 
the council’s response as “woefully 
inadequate” and has now launched a 
drive to sign up 220 more foster carers 
in Haringey. 

“I think people are being put off by 
the way their enquiries are handled, 
the council’s website and by a lack of 
support. Private agencies don’t seem 



to actually pay people more but they 
seem to offer much more in the way of 
support,” she said. 

“I think fostering is the kind of thing 
where, if you do it once you will con¬ 
tinue doing it because it is so reward¬ 
ing. I have two children of school age 
myself and I feel very passionately 
about this. 

“I think the system needs to be 
completely shaken up.” 

But Lorna Reith, cabinet member 
for children and young people in the 
Labour administration, said many of 
the out of borough placements are in 
places such as Enfield, Waltham 
Forest, Camden and Hackney, which 
border Haringey. She added: “Foster¬ 
ing and adoption are an important part 


of how we support young people and 
families. We are always looking to see 
if there are any ways that we can 
improve the service and increase the 
number of our foster carers. 

“We have changed the way we pub¬ 
licise the service - for example having 
stalls at public events. 

“Where possible, we try to put chil¬ 
dren with carers close to their own 
homes. We have recently set up a con¬ 
sortium with four other north London 
boroughs to cut the costs of advertis¬ 
ing and recruitment of foster carers.” 

Councillor Reith also said that 
there may be safeguarding reasons for 
a child not to be placed close to 
their family.

Spurs bosses have also lodged a bid to 
move into the Olympic Stadium site after 
the London 2012 Games, going up 
against West Ham. A decision is expected 
before Christmas.

CAMPAIGNERS are demanding that a 
free SOS phone is reconnected on 
Archway Bridge following three deaths 
in the past month at the notorious sui¬ 
cide spot. 

The tragedies have prompted con¬ 
cerned residents to urge the authorities 
to do more to prevent similar deaths in 
the future. 

Sarah Cope, a resident from High- 
gate, said: “I remember the old SOS 
phone at the end of the bridge, and the 
box is still there with the wires seem¬ 
ingly intact. Although there are people 
very determined to commit suicide, 
there are others who can be talked 
around and given help. This is what we 
need a freephone for. 

“With the economic situation, people 
losing their jobs and houses, we cannot 
wait for yet more avoidable deaths to 
impact irrecoverably on families. 

“The messages that are currently dis¬ 
played on the bridge from friends and 
family of the dead men are utterly 
heartbreaking, and we must do every¬ 
thing we can to prevent further avoid¬ 
able tragedies occurring. 

“When people go up on the bridge, 
they often wait around for quite a while 
before jumping. If there is help there 
then they will be able to access it.” 

Sue Hessel, the officer for 
vulnerable groups at Haringey 
Federation of Residents’ Association is 
also involved. 

She said: “The Samaritans have put 
up a couple of laminated posters with 


their number - but one is already cov¬ 
ered in graffiti and illegible. Also, I 
was shocked to learn that their helpline 
isn’t a freephone number. Call box 
charges are high. Someone suicidal 
may not have any money, or even the 
right change. 

“Sadly we just know there will be 
more suicides to come. People who are 
out of a job can be out of their mind 
with worry. And mental health services 
have been cut and cut.” 


Campaigners are also pushing for 
signs offering help to be installed on all 
four corners of the bridge but will have 
to seek permission to screw them into 
the brickwork as the structure is listed. 

They have also been contacted by a 
firm which makes large-scale “crash 
nets”. They say netting could be placed 
under the bridge to catch people 
attempting suicide and averting a 
potential pile-up on the busy Archway 
Road below. 


Ms Hessel added: “The 
company which contacted us 
said that it can supply and fit 
the net for £95,000. 

“I wonder how much it 
costs to close off the road 
each time these horrific inci¬ 
dents occur, plus the cost of 
the police time, the inquest, and 
the ongoing counselling required 
by families of the victims?”

EMBATTLED secretary of state for education Michael 
Gove visited Woodside High School in Wood Green 
this week to officially open its brand new block. 

He unveiled a plaque in the school’s new wing as part 
of a £28million project under the now-scrapped Build¬ 
ing Schools For The Future programme. 

Students from Woodside High School are being 
brought together with upper school students from the 
Moselle and William C Harvey special schools to form 
an “inclusive learning campus” which is expected to be 
completely finished by September next year. 

The school has been praised for its rapid improve¬ 
ment after 47 per cent of pupils achieved five A*-C 
grades in last year’s GCSE exams - compared to just 
six per cent five years ago. 

But the event was not all congratulatory. 

Mr Gove came under fire from headteacher Joan 
McVittie and council children’s services director Peter 
Lewis about some of the cost-cutting ideas in his con¬ 
troversial education white paper and was challenged to 
help the thousands of families in Haringey who are 
homeless or struggling to get by on low incomes. 

Mr Gove was also confronted on his decision to scrap 
the education maintenance allowance (EMA), a weekly 
payment of up to £30 which helps young people aged 
16-19 to stay on in education, despite pledging to 
protect it from the chop before the general election. 

Some 70 per cent of students at Woodside High 
School rely on the grant, 90 per cent of whom receive 
the maximum payout. 

Speaking at the launch event on Monday, Mr Lewis 
said: “I would welcome discussions with your officials 
on how we can successfully manage what is going to be 
an increasing demand on low-income families. The 
other issue is the education maintenance allowance. 

“Students shouldn’t find that learning stops at 16. 
There is a huge challenge for us as a local authority on 
how we manage that trend.” 

Mrs McVittie, who has been at the helm of the school 
for four years, said the new building would give pupils 
“the opportunity to really stretch and grow” and that it 
“matches their own aspirations”. 

She added: “I know the secretary of state had a really 
busy time last week. There are aspects of his plans 
which I welcome. But I would say that schools like 
ours are actually currently supporting a number of 
schools across London because they want to see how 
we’ve done things. It would be nice if schools like ours 
could have some sort of recognition. 

“At the moment, if schools aren’t deemed 
outstanding by Ofsted, they are not allowed to join 
these hallowed ranks.” 

Mr Gove paid tribute to the hard work of Mrs 
McVittie and her team of staff and teachers and said he 
sympathised with Haringey’s struggle to win fairer 
funding for its pupils in the Fair Deal For Haringey 
Children campaign. 

He said: “I appreciate what a tough time Haringey’s 
local authority is having. It’s classed as an outer 
London borough but on the other hand it had to pay 
staff inner London rates. It is something which is unfair 
and which needs to be addressed. If I didn’t know that 
before I became minister, I certainly know it now. 

“This school reflects its community: diverse, multi¬ 
cultural, inclusive and inspirational - and these aspira¬ 
tions are reflected in the building work going on.”

B ounding into a 

French class in the 
new block at 
Woodside, crying 
“comment allez-vous?” to 
the delight of the class, 
Michael Gove did not seem 
like a man with the weight of 
the world on his shoulders. 

The polite, energetic 
government minister certainly 
grabbed the attention of students 
when he took an interactive 
approach to his tour of the new 
building in Wood Green. Striding 
past walls freshly painted in lime 
green, purple, orange and pink, 
he broke off a chat with head 
Joan McVittie to duck into almost 
every room along the corridor. 

“Good morning. I’m Michael and 
I’m here because your 
headteacher is one of the best in 
London,” he announced, 
addressing Year 10 students 
learning about equations. 

“I didn’t like maths when I was 
at school. How does this teacher 
here make it fun?” he asked. 

A pupil, sitting by a window with 
the spire of Alexandra Palace in 
the background, answered that 
his teacher always explained 
things clearly and answered 
questions “properly”. 

“You really love your teacher 
then?” probed the minister. 

“Well I don’t love him. I mean, 
he’s my teacher,” he retorted with 
a mock frown, looking around at 
his classmates to make sure no 
one was laughing. 

“But I do respect him.” 

Though she and the minister 
bonded over a shared love of the 
Pet Shop Boys, Mrs McVittie 
didn’t shy away from the real 
issue facing her and thousands of 
headteachers up and down the 
country: how to give children the 
best chance of a top education 
on an ever-dwindling budget. 

She conceded that there had 
been a “rocky road” to 
Woodside’s current success and 
admitted school governors had 
had to patch her up and send 
her “back into the fray” when 
things got tough. 

But, in the minister’s own words, 
Woodside High School has come 
on “leaps and bounds” and the 
Scottish-born, former Times 
journalist seems to be taking a 
similarly energetic approach to 
his time in office. 

The father-of-two faces a tough 
task in pushing through plans for 
academies, Swedish-style “free 
schools” and the curtailment of 
the Building Schools For The 
Future programme and is 
considered inexperienced by 
some, having only been in 
Westminster for five years. 

Only time will tell whether he 
will win the backing of heads, 
teachers and pupils. 

But judging by his reception 
in Wood Green this week, he 
seems to be heading in the 
right direction. 
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A FELLOW bird-watcher 
saw an alpine swift in the 
park one day. He was so 
excited that he started 
shaking and texted me to 
let me know. I was swearing when I 
heard the news when I was on holiday - 
I was so gutted that I’d missed it.” 

Andrew Gardener has been a keen 
birdwatcher since he was a boy and used 
to spend wintry mornings spotting 
nuthatches and tree creepers on long 
walks with his father. His talk of shaking 
and swearing seems at odds with his 
relaxed manner but we’re talking about 
his passion. The thrill of the chase and 
excitement on discovering the flash of 
an elusive species seems capable of 
holding grown men bewitched. 

And, as we wander around Alexandra 
Park on an icy cold but beautifully bright 
November morning, binoculars in hand 
and 46-year-old Andrew’s seemingly 
limitless knowledge on tap - it becomes 
clearer why. 

Peering up into the tree-tops just 
below the Palace, one of the first birds 
we spot is a real treat, the smallest song¬ 
bird in Britain - the goldcrest. Named 
after the distinctive yellow strip on its 
head, it has a high-pitched song which 
some people are unable to hear and often 
lives in coniferous forests. We also see 
several long-tailed tits, easy to spot for 
having tails longer than their bodies, and 
a busy pair of nuthatches; powder-blue 
on their head and back. 

“Goldcrests and long-tailed tits both 
make nests out of moss and cobwebs,” 
explained Andrew. “The nests are cute, 
delicate things the shape of a ball which 
take a long time to build. Sometimes 
they have up to ten youngsters in there, 
all huddled together. They go around in 
a flock for protection; sometimes birds 
of other species will join them too.” 

Andrew is a member of the Alexandra 
Park Ornithological Group and also the 
local recorder, responsible for gathering 
all sightings of birds in the park and 
compiling reports which are then sent to 
the London Natural History Society. 

Though Alexandra Palace is better 
known for its ice-skating and music con¬ 
certs, its park performs pretty well in 
ornithological terms. Some 118 different 
species were recorded last year and 113 
have been clocked so far this year. 

And Alan Gibson, a local resident who 
has been bird-watching in the park for 
decades, established the age of one 
black-headed gull to be more than 29 
years - the oldest recorded in Britain. 

Being inexperienced, I am easily 
pleased at what we see. A great spotted

woodpecker with its striking black, 
white and red feathers, clinging to a tree 
trunk near the deer park looks even more 
impressive through the binoculars and I 
start to get a sense of exactly why 
Andrew spends most of his weekends in 
this way. 

W E see a heron lope lazily along 
the bank of the reservoir, a 
reptilian cormorant spying out 
his next fishy meal and a colourful jay 
scuttling through crispy leaves in the 
woodland. The diversity of the birds we 
spot in just a few hours, and just metres 
away from busy roads and houses, is 
both surprising and exciting. 

“The park has woodland, grassland 
and a reservoir which helps,” Andrew 
explained. “We also see quite a few birds 
of prey - red kites and buzzards circling 
over London in our ‘raptor watches’. 

“But on the other hand, the Lea Valley 
is a rather obvious watercourse not too 
far away and it seems to attract some of 
the birds we might otherwise get.” 

Along with APOG’s other members, 
Andrew works closely with members of 
the palace’s parks staff on issues such as 
tree-felling - sometimes controversial 
but always carried out for sound reasons 
- and advises on other environmental 
decisions which could impact upon the 
park’s feathered population. Andrew, 


whose day job is at the Ministry of 
Defence, advised me that “twitching” 
does not refer to bird-watching in gen¬ 
eral but to the practice of rushing to a 
spot when a rare species has been found. 

“A lot of twitchers don’t do the 
groundwork,” he explained. “You can 
even hire a pager these days where sight¬ 
ings get logged centrally and then they 
message you within minutes and even 
give you directions. I had one for a while. 

“But what’s so rewarding is that you 
get to know an area inside out. 

“You spot different things every time 
and even when you go hours without 
seeing much or you’re tired or cold, 
when something out of the ordinary 
turns up it’s more special.” 

Andrew laughs when I ask him if he 
can ever completely switch off from 
staring skyward. “Not really,” he admit¬ 
ted. “You usually find yourself looking 
even if you’re in Oxford Street - you just 
never know what you might see.” 

On the walk back to Wood Green, hav¬ 
ing seen or heard an impressive 38 
species, I find myself listening out for 
birdcalls among the music blaring from 
car stereos and the crackle of a police 
helicopter above. If Andrew is anything 
to go by, bird-watching offers not only a 
world of fascinating characters but also 
an invaluable resource of scientific and 
environmental knowledge. 

These unassuming figures, who know 
our landscape much better than most, 
help document the impact humans have 
on the natural world as well as the 
rhythm of the changing seasons.

INJURY WOE FOR 
WOUNDED RAFA

TOTTENHAM fear that playmaker 
Rafael van der Vaart could be ruled 
out for up to a month after picking 
up a fresh hamstring injury in their 
2-1 win over Liverpool on Sunday 

The Dutch star only lasted 12 
minutes of the Premier League 
clash at White Hart Lane before 
being replaced by Jermain Defoe. 

Van der Vaart has been hampered 
by injury problems since he 
switched to Spurs from Real 
Madrid in the summer, and man¬ 
ager Harry Redknapp believes 
playing in the World Cup - where 
Holland got to the final - could be 
to blame for the player’s constant 
fitness problems. 

Redknapp also lost defender 
Younes Kaboul to a hip injury 
against Liverpool, and is waiting 
for confirmation on how long the 
two players will be out. 

“Rafa felt it tear, so that doesn’t 
look too good,” Redknapp said. 


“Younes felt he might have torn a 
muscle in his hip. He felt that go. 

“It’s so disappointing for Rafa. 
He keeps picking up little injuries. 
It’s probably because he’s missed a 
pre-season or was away at the 
World Cup and not played many 
games. 

“When your fitness is a bit low 
it’s hard to get up to speed. He 
keeps getting little nicks.” 

Aaron Lennon slotted home a 
stoppage-time winner for Spurs on 
Sunday as they came from behind 
to snatch the points for the second 
weekend running. 

An incident-packed game looked 
to be heading towards a 1-1 draw 
after Liverpool defender Martin 
Skrtel had netted at both ends and 
sub Defoe missed another penalty 
for the hosts. 

Several other clear-cut chances 
went begging for both sides before 
Lennon became the hero to move 
Spurs to within a point of fourth- 
placed Manchester City.
